•o long as the American government is disposed to deal 
with Carranza seriously, as if he possessed the power to 
restore, order and erect a sound government in MeX'f.o. 


The objections advanced by the American commis- 


•ioaers to immediate withdrawal >can only result in em- 
btrmsing the situation and confusing the one real issue. 
They have asserted that they would not accede to the 
request so long as present conditions prevail; they have 
insisted that they must be given assurances of ths estab- 
lishment of. such a condition of political and economic 
affairs as might make the life and property of foreigners 
•eeure. They have demanded that provisions be estab- 
lithed .which will exempt foreigner* from the danger of 
pietty^ injustice at the hands of unscrupulous officials. 


Such demands as these, since they, will not fool that 


p*rt of the American, public which read* and thinks, are 
little short., of foolish pettishness. To wait until such con- 
ditions are actual would mean « wait'of several years— 
in all probability; to rely upon the promise of the Mexican 


"'*k facto government that the safeguards asked will be at 


once. provided would be as fruitless as the attempt to 
compel the late President Huerta to salute the flag. 


If the United Slates is to be preVented by its present! 


government officials from helping Mexico, the least it can 
do is to omit unnecessary humiliation, irritation and inter- 
ference. Lei the • Pershing expedition be withdrawn and 
• patrol maintained along the international boundary until 
the right of a people to rob and murder as they sec fit is 
enjoyed to the last man, woman and child. The military 
force engaged on account of Mexico is costing $200,000,- 
.000 a year anyway, and to long as there is no policy to 
guide.it it might ns well watchfully wait on American 
territory.

WANTED—AMERICAN SHIPS. 


There has never been a day since the La FolJctle sea- 


man's bill was introduced in Congress that Captain Robert 


Dollar, San Francisco shipowner, has not been opposed to 


this piece of destructive legislation. This is because the 


reasons for strong opposition to the bill have persisted and 


become more obvious under the operation of the law. 
It is 


not a case of chronic pessimism and partisan opposition 


with Captain Dollar. 


1-or instance, the figures given by him before the con- 


vention of the California Real Estate Federation in Oak- 
land yesterday, concerning the effect of the law, were de- 
scriptive of a serious misfortune to the shipping industry 
and the business interests of the Pacific Coast. 


"American trade in the Pacific has shrunk in the three 


years between 1913 and 1916." he said. "In 1913, 33 
per cent of the trade was in control of Japanese ships; 39 
per cent was European and 28 per cent American. Today 
76 per cent of the Pacific trade is controlled by Japanese. 
20 per cent by Europeans and 4 per cent by American 
ship operators." 


This is not altogether the worst aspect of the condition 


resulting from forcing American ships to leave the trans-, 
Pacific trade. America at least should have American j 
ships to carry her mails, but does not, the speaker pointed rather than keep hens In the bacli 
out. while he reminded the business men that it is only Vard &nd ra'8° aomo 


through the courtesy of Japanese steamship officials and 
the Japanese government, which controls its steamship 
lines, that they are able to move their goods across the 
Pacific at all under,present conditions.. 


There is not the smallest reason for the administration 


persisting in the policy of keeping the American flag off 
merchant ships in the deep-sea trade of the Pacific. 
En- 


forcement of the' law has worked to the hurt of American 
seamen, rather than for their benefit. It has robbed them 
of their livelihood by turning over 96 per cent of the work 
of seamen to Asiatic and other foreign crews. To business 
interests generally it also has dealt a severe blow. 
It has 


driven Captain Dollar's company, with its monthly payroll 
of $80,000 and its hundreds of employees, to Canada and 
has forced the transfer of the ships of other companies to 
foreign flags. 


America must engage in foreign trade, and if the 1 „ 


cific Coast is to participate to a beneficial extent it must 
be permitted reliable transportation facilities for its products. 


Opening of a wireless service between the United States 


and Japan is n noteworthy advance in facilities for com- 
munication between the two countries. 
Increase in the 


exchange of information concerning the two peoples will 
inevitably mean, as it always does, belter' understanding 
arid larger commercial and social intercourse. 
That was 


quite thoroughly understood without the somewhat fatuous 
exchange of telegrams between persons in the United 
States and Japan. 
What is to be most hoped for as a 


result of the newly-opened wireless service is reality for 
the formal assurances of friendship and cordiality, one 
people for the other. 
The new service will help to attain 


his goal, if it does not quite accomplish it; for.it will give 
o each nation the means of hearing more about the other 
and getting a closer acquaintance with the thought and 
pirit of each. 
Upon this ground the trans-Pacific wire- 


ess service may be heralded as opening a new era in the 
•elations of the people living in the Pacific basin. 


THANKSGIVING! 


The President's Thanksgiving proclamation is some- 


what different from the form usually followed in past 
years. Conditions are different. While the people of the 
.United States have abundant cause, as always, for self- 
felicitation and thankfulness, and as usual many things they 
will .wish to forget on Thanksgiving Day, conditions of 
suffering and want and pain in other lands intrude upon 
our thoughts and induce sad reflection. 


• President 'Wilson, while urging Americans to render 


thanks for the blessings of peace, directs attention to the 
plight of other peoples: 


. And I also urge and suggest our duly, in this, our 
day of peace and abundance, to think in deep sym- 
pathy of the stricken peoples of the world upon whom 
the curse and terror of war. has so piteously fallen 
and to contribute out of our abundant means lo the 
relief of their sufferings. 


Our people could in no better way show their real 


attitude toward the present struggle of the nations 
than by contributing out of their abundance to the 
relief of the suffering which war has brought in its 
train. 
It is true that our "abundance" is largely only apparent 


and is closely related to the increased necessities and costs 
of Irving; that we always have our own suffering and dis- 
tressed with us. 
But the afflictions of the people of the 


belligerent countries in Europe are infinitely worse than any 
this country has ever known. 
The coming winter will 


bring heavier hardships than those of the first and second 
winter of the war. President Wilson has realized that the 


' influences of the war do touch America, and touch the 


generous hearts of the American people most of all. 


^We have never been able to isolate ourselves completely 


from';world suffering, no matter how nearly we may suc- 
ceed'in not concerning ourselves with the political schemes 
of other parts of the world. Contributions have been flow- 
ing steadily from the United States to stricken Europe for 
over two years, and on Thanksgiving Day fresh resolution 
wii! be made to continue them and increase them in accord- 
ance with the demand and our capacity.

President Wilson, the claim of Mr. Frank Moy should not 
je overlooked. He points out that Mr. Wilson's plurality 
n California was slightly over 3000 votes, and that there 
are over 4000 Chinese in California.who vote.

Therefore, according to Mr. Moy, ihe election was decided 
by the Chinese vote in California. This information is 
respectfully referred, in most amiable spirit, to the editor 
of the Chicago Tribune, who wrote that there was "nobody 
home in California."

DATES AND CURRANTS 


DegletNoorsandZanfeCorintosAre 
Now Being Pro- 


duced in Commercial Quantities—Yolo County Is 


World's Farthest North Home of the Date. 


To-the Editor of The Tribune'. 


The daily papers make some dis- 


coveries and there are some they do 
not make. 


One of them discovered that Zante 


currants were being raised -in Cali- 
fornia and boosted the new industry 
by affirming that they are superior 
to our common red 'currant. 


The Zante currant has been raised 


for'several years In this state and 
this year 
forty- 
acres in Lincoln, 


Placer county, produced forty tons, 
valued at J5600. 


But It Is not a currant at all. It 


Is a grape. 
The red currant is the 


fruit of the shrub rlbes. . 


The Zante was grown at Corinto, In 


Greece, and was known commercially 
as the Corinto. 
The Turks exterm- 


inated the vine from the Morea and 
It was domesticated on the island of 
Zante 
and 
became known as the 


Zante Corinto, which was corrupted 
in English to the Zante currant and 
caused the error of Its identification 
with the fruit of the shrub rlbes. 


After the'battle of Lepanto the vine 


was redomestlcated on the mainland, 
but retained the name of the Zante 
Corinto. It Is a small seedless grape, 
like the Thompson seedless and the 
seedless Sultana, but with a zest and i 
excellence of its own. 
j 


All of the foregoing I had to prove 


to the Federal District Court several 
years ago by Importing- one entire 
grape vine with the fruit on it from 
Patras. Our tariff1 in Its fruit section 
had-put a certain rate on "currants, 
Zante and other," and to nave our 
raisin growers I had 'to- prove • that 
the fruit-was a grape and not a cur- 
rant. 
. 


Now as to the date. The common, 


or fqrd date, has grown and for years 


ripened its fruit in the old Wolfskin 
orchard at Winters, in Yolo county. 
That Js the farthest point'north on 
the globe where the date ripens. The 
next farthest is at Nice, in France. 


Mr. Swingle of the agricultural de- 


partment studied the adaptability of 
California to the date and decided 
that In Riverside and Imperial coun- 
ties the conditions -were exceedingly 
favorable. On the Mozambique oasis, 
in the Sahara, he found growing the 
finest dates 
known, 
including- the 


"Deglet Noor," the "date of lig-ht," 
which stands at the head of that fruit. 


Pie secured a large number of suck- 


ers from the trees, packed them .over 
the desert on camels-to the Algerian 
railway-and shipped them from the 
Mediterranean to New York. 
When 


planted In California 95 per cent of 
the trees grew, a very remarkable 
result. That shipment was the foun- 
dation of California's date industry.. 
This season the fruit was ripened In 
commercial quantity and has-been in 
our market for a month, and the dally 
press has not discovered it. 


It is a delicious fruit, far superior 


to the imported date. 


The date exhibit 
was the prime 


feature In the Riverside county fair 
held on October 10. 


In my opinion this addition to our 


fruit production is destined to be an 
important feature. 


Very excellent food dates may bo 


grown in the San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento valleys, but for the luscious 
Deglet Noor and other choice varieties 
we must Jook to the hotter climates 
of the south. 
The'Arabs say "the 


date tree must have her feet .in the
